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This is a decision on the Request For Reconsideration Of March 17, 2003 Decision On Petition 
Pursuant To 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(e) And Contingent Petition For Withdrawal From Issue Under 37 
C.F.R § 1.313(c) (2) (hereafter Request/Petition For Withdrawal). Petitioner has submitted a 
copy of the returned post card receipt (MPEP 503), which acknowledges receipt of the 
Request/Petition For Withdrawal on May 14, 2003, as evidenced by the "Office Date" stamp 
receipt thereon. 

The petition is GRANTED.
